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Voters Allow Selectmen 
To License Gun Ranges js

It was not a night of surprises 
at Monday’s special town meet- 
ing. 
As expected, a large crowd 
(671 voters) packed Memorial 
Hall to overwhelmingly support 
empowering the Board of Select- 
men to license shooting ranges in 
Andover—particularly the down- 
town facility proposed by devel- 
opers Benjamin Osgood and G. 
Bradley Richards. 

The selectmen can now block 
the shooting range for being too 
close to schools and liquor estab- 
lishments—unless, as expected, 
Mr. Osgood and Mr. Richards 
challenge the article in court. 

Voters also rejected an article 
calling for the eminent domain 
purchase of the developers’ 32-34 
Park St. property for $2 million. 

Although petitioners who 
called the meeting wanted it to 
serve as a forum to express com- 
munity fears over the proposed 
shooting range, there was rela- 
tively little comment on the sub- 
ject. 


The strongest statement was 
made by Vietnam veteran Wil- 
liam Huston, Jr. of Garfield 
Lane who supported the right to 
bear arms, but “I have a serious 
problem with building a business 
of that nature in the center of 
town. I’m willing to vote for (the 
license article) if this is going to 
give the selectmen the power to 
stop this.”’ 

But most discussion centered 
on the effect the now-required li- 
cense will have on an existing 
shooting range, the Lawrence 
Rod and Gun Club in Andover. 

In a minor upset, a selectmen- 
supported amendment to the li- 
censing article that would have

feated by a vote of 287-270.

“Tf it wasn’t for the present 
situation,’ he said, ‘‘the Law- 
rence Rod and Gun Club 
wouldn’t even be involved. We

Several neighbors brought up 
complaints of noise and allega- 
tions of stray bullets flying 
around South Lawrence homes. 


Still others remarked that it 
seemed discriminatory to extend 
special favors using a thinly 
veiled grandfather clause. 


Selectman Gerald Silverman 
defended the amendment, saying 
he has never heard a complaint 
about the existing club in the 
past. 


There was far less dispute 
over article two, which asked for 
authorization to take the prop- 
erty through eminent domain.

Hotel Tax Nets $309,000 


Andover will receive $309,231 at the end of June from the state De- 
partment of Revenue as the second installment in the annual distribu- 
tion of funds gained from the hotel tax. 

The program allows communities throughout the state to impose a 
local option tax of up to 4 percent on hotel/motel room rates. The de- 
partment of revenue collects the funds along with the regular state tax 
of 5.7 percent on rooms, then distributes the funds to the communities 


In December Andover netted $252,021 from the local option tax. 
Since its approval in 1985 the town has received $1,341, 973 in hotel-

The Board of Selectmen, uncom- 
fortable with mixing town staff and 
volunteers on the proposed Human 
Services Council, postponed appoint- 
ing the council Monday night. 

‘The whole purpose of this (coun- 
cil) is for the impetus to come from 
the community,” said Selectman 
Gerald Silverman. “I think it’s now 
weighted”’ toward town staff. 


Private consultant Jim Byrne had 
recommended that nine of the 22 
spots on the council belong to town 
officials in order for the group ‘‘to 
get off the ground with the people in 
the best position” said Chairman 
Gail Ralston. 

“T would rather have zero,” said 
Town Manager Kenneth Mahony. 

“T was really looking for more im- 
pact from the community,” said Mr. 
Silverman. 

Mrs. Ralston replied that the origi- 


nal objective of the council was to 
recruit heavily from the public. 
“However, if there are strong objec- 
tions we could look for other alterna- 
tives,’’ she said. 

Chris Holmes, 14 Whispering 
Pines Lane, thought that was a good 
idea. 

“T don’t think those (town staff) 
are the people who should be on the 
committee,” she said. ‘This started 
out as a grass-roots committee. I 
think the people who started it 
should be on it.’’ 

The board agreed to table the ap- 
pointments until a new set of names 
could be prepared. 

The private consultant, Mr. 
Byrne, was the author of the contro- 
versial Andover ‘‘apathy”’ report is- 
sued in November, 1987, that polled 
several community leaders and con- 
cluded that a ‘moral vacuum” 
existed in town.

SPECIAL STEPS ON ORIENTAL RUGS 


Because Oriental rugs are a cross between art objects and 
floor coverings, they require some special care. To begin 
with, a non-electric sweeper broom should be used to lift 
surface dust off these special rugs. Vacuum cleaners are 
more likely to stress and tear rug fibers. To blot up the 
occasional spill, resort to a cotton cloth saturated with club 
soda. Strong solvents may compromise the color quality of 
the handmade rugs. Professional cleaning is necessary on a 
regular basis to assure complete removal of embedded dirt. 
To test for the need for a cleaning, wipe a damp white cloth 
across a rug that has just been swept. A professional 
cleaning is called for if the cloth shows a residue of gray. 
Those rugs in city settings require cleaning about every two 
years. Those in the country can wait four years between 
cleanings

esses. The income is predictable and not 
subject to the fluctuation of interest rates. 
The diversified financial services compa- 
ny generates more than 40 percent of its 
revenues from fee income. Fleet/Norstar 
earned $3.01 per share on net income of 
$336 million last year. It is the 20th most 
profitable bank in the world, according to 
IBCA Analysis Ltd. 

Mr. Sarles said the emphasis on servic- 
ing is similar to the strategy 
Fleet/Norstar employs as the nation’s 
second largest mortgage servicer. The 
company is in its first year of a program 
to market a student financial aid package 
of government and private loans to stu- 
dents and their families. 

Called FOCUS (Financial Options for 
College and University Students), the 
package provides government and pri- 
vate loans and enables students and their 
families to borrow up to $80,000 over four 
years at favorable rates with extended 
repayment terms and includes a pre-paid 
tuition plan and a special student VISA 
card, Mr. Sarles said. 


To market FOCUS, Fleet/Norstar es- 
tablished its Fleet Education Funding 
subsidiary. Fleet Education is marketing 
the package of products through a direct 
mail campaign to high school seniors 
across the United States and 
Fleet/Norstar’s network of 600 retail 
branches in New England and New York 
State. FEF is also making the products 
available through the financial aid offices 
of colleges and universities nationwide. 

FEF initiated a direct mail campaign 
to corporations to introduce FOCUS as a 
potential feature of company employee 
benefit programs and is marketing the 
product to trade associations. 


Still in its start-up phase, Fleet Educa- 
tional Funding is operating at a break- 
even level. Fleet/Norstar executives be- 
lieve originations will grow and the unit

Charles Diggs, president of FEF, 
points to the increasing need for more 
sources of funds for higher education. 

“With many major lenders backing out 
of the student loan market, families are 
facing an increasing shortage of sources 
for funding college educations. Also the 
rising cost of college tuition is increasing 
at an annual rate of about 7.5 percent and 
is growing at twice the rate of inflation 
since 1980,’’ he said. ‘‘We see a real op- 
portunity for financial companies to come 
forward to help families at all income lev- 
els meet the cost of educating their chil- 
dren.’ 

Mr. Diggs also noted the federal gov- 
ernment has tightened its due diligence 
collection procedures for bank lenders in 
an effort to cut the high number of stu- 
dent loan defaults. These are the third 
largest item in the U.S. Department of 
Education budget and are expected to to- 
tal $1.8 billion this year. The amount is 
expected to grow by $2 billion by 1990. 

“Tt all adds up to the same thing,”’ he 
said. ‘“‘There are fewer dollars available 
to families who need to finance their chil- 
dren’s higher education. We think 
Fleet/Norstar can step in to fill the gap.”’ 

Fleet/Norstar is betting its student 
loan business will prosper because it em- 
phasizes servicing and seeks originations 
to build volume for its servicing portfolio. 
Through its ownership of AFSA Data 
Corp., Fleet/Norstar has complete con- 
trol of the servicing side of the business, 
thereby reducing most of the risk asso- 
ciated with the business.

Music director William Thomas explains that the music is se- 
lected from the standard repertory for chamber music and larg- 
er ensembles, in which students and faculty perform together. 
These larger groups include a string orchestra, woodwind en- 
semble, chamber orchestra, concert choir and symphony orches- 
tra. 


PA opened for instruction shortly before the Continental Army 
marched out of Valley Forge and, in a sense, the school and 
nation have grown up together, academy staff members said. 
John Hancock signed its act of incorporation in 1780 and George 
Washington sent his nephews there to study. Paul Revere was 
commissioned in 1782 to make the Phillips Academy seal. He 
engraved the eductional faith of Andover’s founders—‘‘the end 
depends upon the beginning’”’—around the symbols of the rising 
sun and the hive of industrious bees. The founders’ commitment 
to the common good is symbolized by the second motto, ‘non 
sibi,’’ which means ‘‘not for one’s self,”’

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PA, Historical Society To Present Summer Concerts 


The Andover Historical Society and Phillips Acade- 
my summer session will present a series of chamber 
music and chamber orchestra concerts at the newly 
renovated Town Hall. 

The concerts will feature the Essex Ensemble—vio- 
linist Gerald Itzkoff, violist Catherine Consiglio, cel- 
list William Thomas and pianist Peter Warsaw—and 
musicians from around the United States who per- 
form and teach at Phillips Academy as part of And- 
over’s summer chamber music festival. 


The concerts will occur on five consecutive Fri- 
days, beginning July 7, at 7:30 p.m. Tickets for the 
series are available at the Andover Historical Socie- 
ty, Phillips Academy and Andover Bookstore. Indi- 
vidual tickets are available at the door. 


According to Bernice Haggerty of the historical so- 
ciety, ‘‘The passage of an act to divide the Town of 
Andover and incorporate the Town of North Andover 
took place on April 7, 1855. The Town Hall was the 
first civic structure to be built after the division of the 
town. Messrs. Abbot and Clement were hired to build 
a ‘spacious hall in the second story, with a small gal- 
lery and four anterooms. In the first story is a small- 
er hall, also a Post Office room, Treasurer’s and 
Selectmen’s room with a fire-proof safe for town re- 
cords, and a small room suitable for an office or 
store.’ By Dec. 20, 1858, the work was done. It is in 
this ‘‘spacious hall” that our summer series concerts 
will take place.”’ 


The first program will feature the Haydn String 
Quartet in C Major, Op. 76, No. 4, known as the ‘“‘Kai- 
ser” or ‘‘Emperor”’ quartet. Haydn originally wrote 
the theme of the second movement in honor of Franz 
Joseph II and it became the Austrian national an- 
them. Also featured is the Brahms’ Piano Quartet No. 
2 in A Major, Op. 26. According to Alan Rich, music 
critic of New York Magazine, this quartet is ‘‘a beau- 
tifully finished, complex work.” 

The second program, on Bastille Day, July 14, will 
feature music that celebrates the bicentennial of the 
French Revolution. Introduction and Allegro for 
Flute, Clarinet, Harp and String Quartet by Maurice 
Ravel is frequently referred to as a septet. More ac- 
curately, it is a concerto for harp with accompani- 
ment for flute, clarinet and string quartet 
commissioned by harpist Micheline Kahn in 1905. 
Also on the program is Trio Sonata for Violin, Oboe 
and Continuo by Jean-Baptiste Loeillet and Trio for 
Oboe, Bassoon and Piano by Francis Poulenc, Quar- 
tet for Piano and Strings in C Minor, Op. 15 by Ga-

briel Faure. Faure can be considered the restorer of 
French chamber music. After the Franco-Prussian 
War, France encouraged a spiritual renewal in all 
phases of life. French chamber music, unequaled in 


contemporary Europe, and especially Faure’s cham- 
ber music, reflects the passage of radiant inner truth 
in a quiet, serene and sublime manner. 


The third program will feature the Octet in F Ma- 
jor, Op. 166 of Franz Schubert, written for string 
quartet, contrabass, clarinet, bassoon and horn.

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Markets Needed 
For Recyclables 


By Virginia Cole 

For those who wish to do something 

more than bag paper and deliver glass 
and plastic to the bin once a month, here 
is a more intellectual approach to recy- 
cling. 
House bill 3501 has been proposed to en- 
courage markets for recycled goods. 
Markets are the greatest problem Massa- 
chusetts has. More and more people and 
communities are willing to collect recy- 
clables. What to do with them comes 
next. 

House bill 3501 gives tax credit incen- 
tives for manufacturers. The legislative 
proposal is for two tax incentive pro- 
grams that would subsidize, through tax 
expenditures, the investment in and oper- 
ation of manufacturing facilities substan- 
tially dedicated to the production of new 
products from materials reclaimed from 
the solid waste stream. The tax incen- 
tives are an investment tax credit to en- 
courage capital expenditures and a 
recycled materials use credit to encour- 
age greater and ongoing use of recovered 
materials as a feedstock. 

Qualifying investments will be prop- 
erty, plant and equiment purchased with 
the sole purpose of using recycled materi- 
als as a feedstock to create new products 
with real economic value. 

The recycling materials use credit 
would offer a credit equal to 10 percent of 
the amount paid for recycled materials 
used as a feedstock in a manufacturing 
process. 

The credit would only be available for 
recycled material generated and col- 
lected in Massachusetts. 

The materials available for the credit 
must be used within one year of their pur- 
chase. 

The program will last for seven years 
and begin one year after the start of the 
investment tax credit program. Credits 
will be limited to $500,000 per company. 

You may follow this bill in the press or 
by writing or talking to Rep. Susan Tuck- 
er, who can tell you who else it might be 
appropriate to write to. I’m sure Speaker 
George Keverian could help this legis- 
lation gain acceptance. 

In the meantime, back to the bagging 
and collecting, sorting and delivering.

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Town Manager Criticized For 
Not Meeting With SHED 
Abutters

Angry abutters of the Shawsheen Ex- 
tended Day Care program say the town 
manager hasn’t met with them to discuss 
the project as he previously said he 
would. The abutters joined School Com- 
mittee members Tuesday night in a 
heated, almost two-hour discussion of the 
proposed tenancy contract on the 
Shawsheen School grounds. 


A month ago the committee voted to 
allow Town Manager Kenneth Mahony to 
order SHED’s portable classroom. At that 
time Mr. Mahony said he would be meet- 
ing soon with neighbors and abutters to 
discuss the appearance of the building 
and landscaping plans. 


The committee also authorized Schools 
Superintendent Kenneth Seifert to meet 
with Mr. Mahony; School Committee rep- 
resentative Michael Frishman; Joan 
Pearson, director of the department of 
community services; and Sidney Bialo, 
SHED administrator, to come up with the 
beginnings of a formal contract between 
SHED and the committee. 

In the meantime, the portable class- 
room has been ordered, the principals of 
the contract committee have met and 
drawn up an agreement proposal, but Mr. 
Mahony hadn’t met with the neighbors as 
of Tuesday night. 


“The committee in good faith should 
table the contract until Ken Mahony has 
had the appropriate meeting...He has 
been drelict in his duties,’’ said commit- 
teeman Richard Hubbell. 

Committee member Susan Poore sec- 
onded the motion to table the vote on the 
proposed contract. She got support from 
committeeman Andres Salazar, who said 
he was disappointed with Mr. Mahony as 
well. The motion passed 4-1, with Mr. 
Frishman the sole dissenter. 

Mr. Mahony said yesterday that he 
was waiting for the contract to be signed 
before meeting with the abutters. 

“T said at that meeting (last month) 
that we didn’t need a written contract. 
Andy Salazar said there had to be a writ- 
ten contract....Unless there is a contract, 
there won’t be any landscaping until the 
thing (portable building) is in,’”’ Mr. Ma- 
hony said. “‘I’d be wasting the residents’ 
time and my own.”’ 


Yesterday afternoon, Mr. Mahony said 
he met with Mr. Frishman and received 
arevised contract that all parties agreed 
on. The town manager added that he 
would be meeting with the SHED neigh- 
borhood representatives soon.

Chinese-Americans Wait 
For Word From Homeland 


By Melissa M. De Meo 


To be Chinese and in the West these 
days is to be anxiously waiting. 

The smoke and blood barely cleared 
from Beijing’s Tiananmen Square, 
China’s government says everything is 
back to normal. But observers are wary. 

“T’m worried because the Chinese gov- 
ernment says one thing, the American 
government says another,”’ said Xiangm- 
ing Wang, a visiting Phillips Academy in- 
structor from Beijing Teacher’s College. 

“T really don’t know (what’s going 
on),”’ Mr. Wang said. “‘It’s hard to say 
because I’m not there.” 

One of Mr. Wang’s PA colleagues tries 
to glean the truth from a number of 
Chinese and Chinese-American newspa- 
pers. ‘‘I want to get a variety of ideas,’’ 
said Yuan Han, who teaches Chinese at 
Phillips. 

“Some pro-government papers say stu- 
dents are over-acting, that they pushed 
the government too far,’’ Dr. Han said. 

But even the pro-government papers 
say the shooting deaths of hundreds, pos- 
sibly thousands, of student demonstrators 


in Tiananmen Square was unjustified, Dr. 
Han said. 

Although Dr. Han and his wife, PA 
math instructor C.Y. Huang, have family 
near Shanghai, another hot spot in the 
pro-democracy movement, Dr. Han said 
their parents are older and not involved 
in the movement. 

Still, he worries about his homeland. 
‘“‘We’re glued to the TV,” Dr. Han said. ‘‘I 
still don’t know who’s in charge. From 
their (government leaders’) speech, their 
talks, I still feel there is a power strug-

That instability may characterize 
China for years to come, said Peimin Xin, 
a doctoral student at Havard University, 
who has made recent appearances on 
ABC’s Nightline and WGBH’s 10 O'Clock 
News. : 

‘We'll see dramatic change, and it will 
catch us by surprise,’ Mr. Xin said. ‘‘In 
the meantime, we’ll be dealing with a 
very unstable China, always teetering on

Budget battles on Beacon Hill and ethics 
battles on Capitol Hill have one thing in 
common: both have paralyzed legislative 
action and slowed down progress toward a 
common goal of the American people—that 
is, to clean up our environment. 

The Valdez oil spill...the 
Environmental Protection 
Agency report revealing that 
last year 22% billion pounds 
of toxics were released into 
_| our air, water and land...me- 
dical waste on the 
beach...mounting costs for 
trash disposal..global warm- 
ing... 

In my opinion, public sup- 
port for tough environmental 
laws has never been stronger. 

Sometimes, legislative bodies don’t act 
because solutions are either tentative, un- 
known or simply too expensive. I would ar- 
gue that definite, achieveable steps toward 
a cleaner, healthier environment are today 
sitting ‘in committee” on Beacon Hill and 
must be addressed in session. 

While none of these measures is free, all 
of these proposed solutions will eventually 
save taxpayers billions of dollars in the long 
run. One lesson we should have learned is 
that it is infinitely less expensive to prevent 
environmental damage than to repair it. 

What’s awaiting action on Beacon Hill? 

eA bill that seeks to reduce the production 
of toxic waste by establishing incentives for 
manufacturers to recycle chemicals and 
substitute non-toxic substances wherever 
possible (H. 1929). 

eA bill that provides substantial economic 
incentives to developers for energy-efficient 
construction and for consumers who pur- 
chase fuel-efficient cars. The implementa- 
tion of this bill would reduce carbon dioxide 
emissions in Massachusetts by several tons 
(H. 5058). 

eA bill that would reduce the amount of 
packaging we use and stimulate new mar- 
kets for packaging made of recycled and 
recyclable material. Included in the bill are 
incentives for cities and towns to establish 
Andover-type recycling programs. We will 
clone Ginny Cole. (H. 1783). 

eFjinally, a bill that gives communities the 
resources to build wastewater treatment 
plants instead of discharging sewage and 
industrial waste directly into our own rivers

Replacing Plaster Makes Sense

Q: We have decided to remove some very deterio- 
rated plaster and lath in our home and replace it with 
sheetrock. I have seen this done before but never 
have done it myself. Do you have any tips? 

A: Replacing instead of trying to repair plaster is 
sensible unless you wish to restore your house to orig- 
inal materials and design. Additionally, unless you 
replace all of the plaster, stress cracks could reap- 
pear with additional settling of the house. 

Another benefit of removing the materials down to 
the orignal studs (wall framing) is that you can re- 
place old wiring, plumbing and window sash cords 
and insulate at the same time. 

When choosing the thickness of the sheetrock (also 
called drywall and gypsum board), check to see if the 
wall studding is straight. If there is minor variance, 
you may choose a 5/8-inch thickness instead of the 
1/2-inch board. This will make the overall finish 
straighter. 

“When applying the board, make sure that all verti- 
cal joints land on a stud so that the edges can be 
secured evenly. Sometimes nailing an extra 3-by-4 
stud beside another is necessary. 

Once the drywall is secured in place, you need to 
tape, block, skim and sand before painting. First, 
mix the joint compound, adding water if necessary 
for a consistency close to a pancake mix, not spackle 


paste. (A special bit is available for most drills to 
facilitate mixing the compound.) 

To tape the joints, apply a continuous bed of the 
compound over the length of a joint. Put the drywall 
tape over the compound centered on the joint. Now, 
usng a 4- or 6-inch taping knife, smooth out the tape, 
squeezing the compound out from under the tape but 
leaving enough to bond it to the board. It is essential 
to have a thin layer left under the tape; otherwise, 
after drying it will peel away, leaving a bubble after 
future applications. 

When taping the joints, do not overlap wet surfaces. 
You may want to tape all vertical joints first, then 
tape the horizontal joints. 

To block the joints, apply a second layer of com- 
pound, once again not overlapping wet joints. You 
also may want to lightly scrape the surface of any 
lumps or ridges with the taping knife beforehand. 

At this point the wall should be fairly smooth. A 
final coat of compound using a 10- or 12-inch knife will 
finish your work. Afterward, a light sanding with a 
pole sander (available at paint stores) and a sponge 
sanding block for confined areas will ready the areas 
for a drywall primer and painting.

In Those Summer Activities 


Many people spring into summer too vigorously 
and instead of getting into shape to safely participate 
in their favorite summertime sports and activities, 
injure themselves, according to The National Exer- 
cise For Life Institute. 

‘With summer here people are starting to jog, play 
tennis, swim, hike, play softball and tee off at the golf 
course. And hundreds of these weekend athletes will 
find themselves with sore shoulders, aching backs, 
hurting knees, sprains and bruises,’ said Diane De- 
Marco, executive director of the Twin Cities-based 
institute. 

‘People are coming out of hibernation and are eag- 
er to be active,” said orthopedic surgeon James 
Priest, M.D., of Orthopaedic Consultants, P.A. ‘‘This 
time of year we see more shoulder impingement syn- 
drome (which is a sprain of the rotator cuff), elbow 
injuries and stress fractures, which cause leg pain. 
These types of injuries can result from softball, base- 
ball, tennis, golf and jogging,” he said. 

‘Some people don’t believe in moderation and feel 
they have to do as much as possible to get the best 
results,” said Dr. Richard Birrer, a professor specia- 
lizing in exercise and activity at the State University 
of New York at Brooklyn. 

“To avoid injury, we would advise people to start 
exercising during the latter part of the winter so 
they’re more ready to go outside and parictpate. 
Don’t rush into it. Start out slowly and gradually 
build endurance, strength and flexibility,” explained

Dr. Priest. 

‘‘Take time to prepare for your favorite summer 
sports by strengthening the parts of your body that 
will be used during your particular activity,” Ms. 
DeMarco said. 

Experts agree that the best all-around aerobic 
exercise is cross-country skiing, which uses all of the 
major muscle groups, including those in the legs, 
arms, back, shoulders and abdomen. It also gives a 
thorough cardiovascular workout and is an active 
way to lose and control weight. 

Swimming is also good for the muscles and skeletal 
structure, because the buoyancy of the water helps 
reduce excessive pressure on the joints and bones. 

Walking is also highly recommended by experts as 
a means of getting in shape for outdoor activities. 
However, plan to spend some extra time if you want 
to reap the same benefits as the exercises mentioned. 
You should aim for walking three miles in 45 minutes, 
four to five times per veel 

The best guide for avoiding exercise injuries is still 
basic common sense. “Before jumping into an exer- 
cise program, check with a physical therapist to be 
sure you're in good enough condition for the sport or 
activity you’ve planned,” Dr. Priest advised.

Hundreds of summer wildflowers 
bloom in the Garden in the Woods, 
Hemenway Road, Framingham. 
Luxurient stands of stately Royal 
ferns, aromatic sweet Pepperbush 
and blue flower spikes of Pickerel 
weed are along the banks of the lily 
pond. Shimmering-winged damsel 
and dragonflies dart over the waters 
while sunbathing turtles and the oc- 
casional splash of a startled frog de- 
light children. 

By August the pond is outlined in 
scarlet with masses of Cardinal 
flowers, three-to-six-foot tall flower 
spikes that attract butterflies and 
hummingbirds. Late summer brings 
pink turtleheads, blue gentians and 
starry constellations of dwarf bolto- 
nia. 

A short walk along the esker (a 
glacial river bed) and around the 

- edge of the bog takes visitors to the 
meadow garden where the nectar 


beeches shade ferns, mushrooms, 
skunk cabbage and false hellebore 
along the brook trail. 

Visitors can stop at the garden’s 
nursery to see more than 175 varie- 
ties of wildflowers propogated here. 
The visitor center contains books 
about growing, propogating and 
identifying native plants and nearby 
plant benches offer some of the wild- 
flowers from the nursery for sale. 

The Garden in the Woods is open 
Tuesday through Sunday from 9 
a.m. to 4 p.m. Guided informal 
walks are held through October on 
Tuesday and Friday at 10 a.m. 
Group tours are by reservation.

ter accommodate the community. 

Mr. Salazar’s choices met with criticism from School Com- 
mittee members. 

“There isn’t enough representation and input from people 
who are most concerned,” said committeeman Michael Frish- 
man. 

Mr. Salazar defended his recommendations, saying each 
nominee was chosen for his or her involvement in community 
and school affairs, leadership skills, areas of expertise and mix- 
ture of viewpoints. He added that groups with specific interests 
in the center or complaints about how it is being run would be 
welcomed to participate in the subcommittee’s discussions. 

Committee Chairman Margo Tilghman said she would like to 
see a member of the school department and a member of the 


pea Collins Center committee added to the subcommittee 
ist. 

Mr. Frishman also had suggestions for additions to the list. 
He criticized the recommendation of Mr. Dziadul, founder of the 
former Citizens for Neighborhood schools group, which opposed 
a proposed Andover-Lawrence collaborative school. Mr. Frish- 
man called Mr. Dziadul ‘one of the most cotnroversial citizens in 
town.” 

After a lengthy discussion of Mr. Salazar’s choices and the 
committee’s suggested additions, they voted 4-1 to include an 
AEA trustee, an original member of the Collins Center commit- 
tee and a staff member of the school department as adjunct 
members.

the verge of internal fights, bloody sup- 
pression, economic unpredictability,”’ 

That process may take three or four 
years, until senior leader Deng Xiaoping, 
in his 80s, ‘“‘goes to hell—physically,” Mr. 
Xin said. 

The pro-democracy movement may 
have been stunted, but not crushed, he 
added. ‘Violence can kill, but it does not 
produce; it doesn’t feed people,”’ he said. 
“People are so outraged by the govern- 
ment’s brutality. You may see work stop- 
page, sabotage. The economy would 
grind to a halt.” 

Stephen Liu, incoming president of the 
Andover Chinese Cultural Exchange, 
ruled out civil war as the next chapter in 
China’s book of woes. “It is not possible 
because there’s no way anti-government 
forces can communicate with each other 
freely without being intercepted.” 

Although Mr. Xin has friends in Beij- 
ing, he says he hasn’t “had the nerve to 
contact them. Any incoming mail would 
be viewed as hiding messages,” 

The last time Buming Bian heard from 
his friend, a student at Qia-Hua Universi- 
ty in Beijing, was in late May. ‘‘Then we 
lost it,” said Mr. Bian, a graduate engi-

Institute. The friend had taken part in the 
student demonstrations. 

“Later, she described it a little. All the 
students were out in the streets,’’ he said.

Despite the youth of many of the pro- 
testors, the movement is historic and un- 
precedented, Mr. Xin said. “It’s 
everybody,”’ not just students, he added. 

“The little seed (of democratic re- 
form) has been spread,” Mr. Liu said. “It 
will take time to grow into a big tree or a 
beautiful flower.” 
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
